OF PEACE IN LEAGUEl

Joins With British King at Lon-

don Reception in Ex-

pression of Faith

Paris, Nov. 11. (Rj A. I'. j King
George, in proposing a toast to M.
1'oincare at a welcoming reception for
the French president, expressed appre-
ciation of the glorious feats of the
Trench troops, and referred to the alli-

ance between 1'rnurc and Great Rritam
as having been inad permanent, by thei-joi- nt

sacrifices and victories.
The king said he prayed that heaven

would avert the calamity of another
war and that the league of nations
would insure the peace of the world.
lie said he was unable to contemplate
nny situation in which "we nhall not
act together in defense of the high idcjK
of libertj and justice."

51 I'olncare. in reply, reviewed the
united effort of France nnd (Jreat lint

iu to avert the war, the progrefs of
the struggle nnd the united tacriliees '

and bravery which had resulted in the
victory which is being celebrated todaj,
and which had knit France and Great
Britain in an indissoluble utdon to up-
hold the Ideals of liberty.

The president expressed a hope that
Great Britain never would be called
upon to fulfil her solemn promise of
military assistance against a fresh

and nlso hoped a permanent league
nmong nations would speedily be formed
in order to prevent a return of vio-
lence.
